Ail we.=:t Euro- 
pean thought in these cc-nforles wa^ 
famlliax with the concept crystalilzed 
in this play. 

Greatett Morality 

Commenting upon this r'-W, the 
Rev. PhiliijJK Osgood has written. 
"There was no greater Morality than 
'Everj'man.' It seems to have been 
recognized from tho beginning that 
this Morality was the ideal of the 
type. It is timple, but that is a part 
of its nobility. It is austere and 
graphic, but the tcmperatcness ot its 
craftsmanship condenses very great 
implications.

"Xo conscious orqator can be eon- 
colved who inado man In his pre.'iciil 
stage," docIaiYd .liiiimi ('. IIm.nIcv 
eniinont Uiillsh scientist, and O.Nfonl 
Icolurer In biology, iuUlrcssIng tin* 
People's Koruiii Sunday evening ^In 
tho Church, of tho Messiah. 

All hour before the bvluro w:is 
scheduled lo start, tho churoh >vai 
flilcd to cnpaclly, and Iniiulreds, wore 
turned aw.ny. The church authorltlcir 
were forced to ca'l in the nid of the 
police to control tho largo crowds 
outside. 

Dr. Huxley was of the opinion that 
just as nature in tho past with the 
aid of evolution hns sifted nnd dls- 
oardoil tho wo:iIi .-uni lunitnily iinl'il 
.vpcclnien.'i from tho animal Kingdom 
so mu.-t nianUiiiil in tho. tutnio em- 
ploy evolution to provcnt tho unfit 
from reproducing, and thus avoid de- 
generacy. If this were done there Is 
no reason whatsoever why man 
should not cix'atc .1 being far superior 
in thought, intellect, nniT physique. 
Theory met Opposition 

"The theory of cvoiuiion when 
first mooted In tho iiiiietoeiith cen 
lury met great opposition on theolo 
gical grounds," ho said. "Confusion 
regarding the subject aroso . owing 
tho fact' thai Darwin's theory had 
been att.icl;ed, and as some clnin^cd 
overllirown." However, lliixlcy firmly 
believes that the biological sciences 
of the nineteenth century have turn- 
ed back al! theories holding .a con 
scious creator , responsible for the 
deveCopment ot man. Both the 
gradual change in man's anatomy 
and- lirtclICcr'as well -as- the "enrth's 
cosmic changes liavo taken an In- 
finite amount of time and is the re- 
sult of evolution through the ages. 

Dr. Huxley illuttratcd his address 
with a number of striking slides He 
compared the bat, bird, and flyins 
reptile of, years ago and -showed th.it 
they had bones in their wings similar 
to those in one'.s fingers. Uy design 
they eoiiic from common ancestor.-i 
The unborn rabbit in its early stage 
of development has slits In Us neck 
similar to the slits on sharks and dog

Prof. N. N. Evans Outlines 
Growth of Department 



Professor X. X.' Evans, spe.aklng 
boforo the members ot tho McGill 
Chemical Sociclj', delivered a talk in 
which tho growth of the Depart- 
ment of Chemistry at McGill during, 
the past huit ccnttiry was Illustrated. 

Protes.sor Evans who is tho oldest 
professor In iioint oE years of ser- 
vice .'it tho X;nlverslty, began his 
leaching -l.'i years ago this full nnd 
thus Is one .who has personally wit- 
nessed and aided- In the development 
ot the Department during the last 
half'cénturj'. 

Facilities Were Poor 

In 1SS2 when Professor Evans en- 
tered McGill ns a student there were 
faclllles for only eight students in 
tho chemical laboraton,- which was 
enlarged the siiino year to acconinio- 
dato 21 sUidents. Today thero are 
•100 uiidcrgrniruato and 50 graduate 
studcnls carrying on work In the dc- 
[lartment of chemistry. 

Thero was only "no pn.ifo.ssor ot 
ehenilatr.v, T>v. U. .1. llaniiigton, who 
al.so taught four other snhjeots. II-.' 
was assi.sted by one demonstrutor. 
Today tlioro are. four full professors,! 
four assoelalo and assistant pro 
fOHsors, ono* locturfr and 13 demon 
Hlriitors.

The Silence 

VJOVEMBER the Eleventh o£ each year, 

and in particular the two minutes 
followijig' the stroke of the eleventh hour 
oi|t | | | |eIeventh day of the eleventh month 
is named as a pèriod in which 'We devote 
ourselves to the remembrance of a. million- 
odd young men M'ho fell in the four years 
from 1914 to 1918. But it has become more 
than that. It is now a period in which every 
lïerson who thinks at all wonders what, he 
should think about war in general, the men 
who took part in the last one, aiid what 
future developments are likely to be with 
regard to wars. 

Attitudes have changed rather in the 
last year. On that first memorable Armis- 
tice Day and for the following year or two, 
the shock which had just been experienced 
was enough to make the world believe that 
its war to do away Avith war had been suc- 
cessful. The silences were ones in which 
thoughts harked back to many of the ideals 
and ideas for which the armies fought. The 
exteimination of so many beings naturally 
induced a feeling of reverence for their 
memory and for the incentive which sent 
them to their death. 

As the personal memory of the men 
Avho had "gone West" faded, and with it 
the memory of what they fought for. 
Armistice Day became something mildly in 
the way of a florificatibn of war. 

The flood of literature which has lately 
: J}een set before the public has not been un- 
HmMced in its value. The best war-books have 
"given what is admitted to be true pictures 
of the hitherto unrevealed side of the whole 
:;onflict. They have shown us that these 
men thought and doubted just as we do, 
but, nevertheless, were fighting, fighting 
for something, which they could not state 
in words, but which was a sincere feeling 
within them. Neither they nor we ever 
arrived at a conclusion. Yet, we can 
'hardly say that. their effort went for noth- 
ing. Anything justifiable that they foughf 
for is as hard for us as it was for them to 
name. And yet we feel that there is an in- 
tangible something which kept them going 
and which also is that for which we honor 
their memory. 



Literature 

IF there is one interest in the University 
which should cojtinue throughout the 
student's life, it is an interest in good 
literature. Such interest should not be con- 
fined to any one department. The- library 
and lectures give every student an oppor- 
tunity to make the acquaintance of the 
best books and what is written and said 
about ,them. The friend.s made at college 
may di'ift to the ends of the earth, but you 
can still have the books you learned to 
make your companions at college. 

Doctors and lawyers particularly have 
ever shown .a lively interest in both appre- 
ciating and writing books. A University 
which has known, among many others, Dr. 
Osier, Lt. Col. John McCrae, ^ir Andrew 
Macphail and Di*. W. D. Lighthall ipust ap- 
preciate the universal appeal of literature 
to the cultured mind.

It would appear tliiit Mr. Winter lias kindred 
souU who are to be found anione Iho unlveralty 
authorities. 

As much ns it Is iolt lliat Art should have a, 
placo upon the campus, the soul thai Is portrayod 
in plastic art by the Swimmers' Monument must bo 
made sanctified. Sanctity mean.-i holiness, and In 
the true rcndcrlnc of the latter word none bettor 
can be found than scpnratencss. The statuory lias 
been made separate by its enclosure in. a wooden 
kiosk. AVhat is troublinsr tl»o minds of most students 
now Is "What arc those three men doing inside?" 

Nobility In the ultiniato means .separalen,css. 11 
is true thai this has somewhat of a tlieolpgiqiit im- 
pllc.itlon .but surely the university as a whojo is a 
iheocracv. The words on the book on crest "In 
domino confido" mean "In Ood I trust". 

lf_then the university as a whole is a, tlieocracy, 
it must have "ils nobility, separate men, i.e., holy 
•nen. Aj^ftMa wo have in those men who arc set 
apart, for no e.^rthly reason whatever, but a hea- 
venl.v, the men of the fr.atornltles. 

It is well for us, n.s 1 have previously Implied, 
that we have this nobility in our system. The 
snjooth runninff, oil ijelps a lot of the whole con- 
cern depend* upon a separate class of men. 

Consider how it is essential that tl>ey should be 
at McGlll. If there were no fraternities there would 
be no Inlerfraternity Council, of which there would 
bo no President, who would not be trained to take 
over the following year the Presidency of the Mc- 
Gill Students' Society. And what would happen 
then? Where there is no vision the people perish. 

The Students' Council must needs liave money 
to carrj? on. If you have been so industrious as to 
have read the ilnancial Statenjent before the recent 
Annual Genere! Meeting you would have '.seen that 
over half the mono.v, yes practically all of it. raised- 
from student enterprises was the result of the work 
of.the Red and White Revue and the Players" Club. 

Within recent years these two affairs have been 
controlled cnUrely by the nobUity of the students, 
and a special chapter, that's very theoloeical Isn't 
it, has gained control of each of the groups. Only 
the moat noble of the nobility are allowed to appear 
before the footlights. In presenting an article to the 
public you always show the bctt side. 

A^ain it is' only the most noble of the nobility 
who are allowed to appear before the public at ti>e 
Molson Stadium «r on tlia Lachtne Canal. H is 
good for the university that-sueh a state of affairs 
should ,«iiBt 

Wheh-thera are visitors to ti-e university they 
certainly should only meet the right people, the no- 
bility, and should see the right tilings, the most 
noble. And our Scarlet Key, you know Peter is the 
man wltij the keys, consists exclusively of the nobil- 
ity. 

Democracy has failed. The McGiJÎ debaters 
have proved tliat conclusively. The McCill .Students' 
.Society has been showing right along the proper 
way of administration. The nobility must do it, and 
more than that, a special chapter of tiio nobility 
must do it. Our student councillors are the moat 
noble of tiie nobility. 

It would seem strange but there iiave been oc- 
casions when the pobiilty have developed a (<eparatc- 
ness amongst themselves. ,lt h.ippiMiw tij.it some- 
times one group of nublis cantiot htaiid llie otlier 
group of nobles. Tlie former h.is iiledged itself 
by blood liond that it will be in control of every- 
thing. "Woo betide any usurping noble of anoljier 
chapter, lie will find bin)self summarily hauled 
before Jils nobles, asked to jcsign,. to write an 
apology to the Daily, the Star and the tJazelti.', 
pay a fine before he gr.aduates; and make good liie 
damage done by flour to tije clotiies of unoffending 
people. 

You may ask "/low comes this ',f»'<)f»IlHy'/" 
Tliey don't Just grow, suiely ? .\9, IheyiCouje. by 
élection and- election by tiio noble, Who xUo fivlio 
would make sueli on important uclecllonv! 

In the good old days when nobles w«;-c nobks. 
tlie nittiily appeal lo the lair ei.'.-c w.i« llio mulii 
'tiling. 'J'licn when llicy jcallKed wlint the real 
meaning of a unlvei'Hity wu«, the stress s\-as plated 
upon scholarship, and that Jointly with the manly, 
ax)peal. , ' 

The orders of nobles become so numorous; and 
the habit of keep up with Jonels' so prevalent that 
it was found that these kind of nobles had not the 
necessary wlierewltlial to kcep the order to the 
forefront, aJJd Hio stress was changed to that of 
money. Tlio argument was that anyone who hud 
that could command tlio ecductivo cg-od and the 
college widow, an^ liiiowlse tho sclii^Jastlc ability. 

Moreover the orders of nobility ppinted with 
pride to certain Importaijt men in natlonoj affairs 
who were of their order. ' It Is distressing to note 
tiiat neither Hoover nor Lindbcrgli were in tliq 
orders, and more distressing still that if tjicy were 
offered tiie opportunity tjioy w.ptJid In oil Wol}<>hil- 
ity refuse.

In tho early i'0"s llicre were some 
35 hooks in tho general librai"y that 
dealt with chemical topics. Now 
there is a special library In the de- 
partment of Chemistry Jiourliig more 
ihan 8.000 volumes and many 
periodicals.
